CONDITIONS OF MUSIC. 
It is a strange thing, the subtle form and condition of 
music. When the composer has conceived it in his mind, 
the music itself is not there; — when he has committed it 
to paper, it is still not there; — when he has called to- 
gether his orchestra and choristers from the north and the 
south, it is there — but gone again when they disperse. It 
has always, as it were, to put on mortality afresh. It is 
ever being born anew, but to die away and leave only dead 
notes and dumb instruments behind. No wonder that 
there should have been men of shallow reasoning powers 
or defective musical feeling, who in the fugitiveness of the 
form, have seen only the frivolity of the thing, and have 
tried to throw contempt upon it accordingly. But, in 
truth, such critics have hit upon the highest argument in 
favor of the art ; for how deep, on the contrary, must be 
the foundations of that pleasure which has so precarious 
a form of outward expression; how intensely must that 
enjoyment be interwoven with the godlike elements of our 
being, in which mere outward sense has so fleeting a 
share ! The very limitation of its material resources is the 
greatest proof of its spiritual powers. We feel its influ- 
ence to be so heavenly, that, were it not for the grossness 
of our natures, we should take it in, not by the small 
channel of the ear alone, but by every pore of our frames.

Musical Celebrations on St. Cecilia's Day. By William 
Henry Husk. Bell and Daldy, Fleet Street. 

The legend respecting St. Cecilia is one of the most 
ancient and beautiful handed down to us by the Church. 
It has inspired poets and musicians of all ages to exercise 
their talents in praise of the Patroness of Music ; and it is 
impossible too highly to appreciate the beneficial influence 
that the celebrations of St. Cecilia's Day have exercised in 
promoting a taste for and a cultivation of the higher 
branches of the Art. It is undeniable that they have been 
the origin of the numerous musical festivals which have 
sprung up throughout the country. Mr. Husk, who is 
well known as the librarian of the Sacred Harmonic 
Society, has collected with infinite pains and labour an 
account of every celebration of St. Cecilia during the 
sixteenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth centuries, giving a 
description of the poetical and musical compositions used 
upon the various occasions. The work reflects the greatest 
credit upon the author, who has shown considerable talent 
in the treatment of the subject, and has exercised much 
taste in introducing a variety of entertaining anecdotes 
relative to music and musicians generally. It altogether 
forms a very useful, as well as interesting history of the 
origin and progress of choral societies. The odes in honour 
of St. Cecilia, and in praise of Music, are all collected, 
and are a valuable addition to the book.

ISrief Chronicle of the last ittonth. 



Amersham. — Mr. Birch gave a morning and an evening 
concert, at the Town Hall, on the 13th ult. The music 
consisted of English ballads, glees, and madrigals. The 
performers were Mrs. H J. Barnby, from London, and 
Messrs. Knowles, Marriott, Mudge, and Bridgewater, from 
the Chapel Royal, Windsor. 

Aberdeen. — Psalmody Association. — The first public 
meeting for the season of the General Association for the 
Improvement of Psalmody, was held in the East Church, 
on the 25th of March ; the Lord Provost in the chair. 
The attendance of visitors was very large, there being 1600 
persons present; the progress of the choir was admitted to 
be considerable. The principal object of the association 
is to improve the congregational singing in churches, and 
this they appear to be doing with great effect. 

Bardsley. — On Easter Monday, the choir of the Holy 
Trinity Church, Bardsley, held their first annual tea party 
in the School-room of the Church, when about 80 persons 
assembled. During the evening, several anthems were 
satisfactorily sung by the choir, and suitable addresses 
delivered by the chairman and other gentlemen. Mr. S. 
Mills, organist, presided at the harmonium, and conducted. 

Bath. — The eleventh concert at the Guildhall, on 16th 
of March, was numerously attended. The Misses Joesbury 
and Mr. J. Estcns performed upon this occasion. Con- 
ductor, Mr. J. H. Macfarlane. 

Berwick. — The class for sacred music conducted by 
Mr. James Sidey, was brought to a close on the 22nd of 
March, with a concert, which was given in the Low meeting. 
The selection of music was good, and was well executed. 

Bicester. — A class for promoting the knowledge of 
Music has, throughout the past season, regularly met in 
the National School-room at Bicester ; and the fruit of its 
labours has been publicly shewn at two concerts — each 
well attended. The selection of their last concert, on the 
3rd instant, comprised a portion of the Messiah, and a 
variety of secular pieces. 

Birmingham. — A selection of sacred music was per- 
formed by the Festival Choral Society, on the 30th ult., at 
the Town Hall. Principal vocalists — Miss Whitham, 
Messrs. Montem Smith, Bickley, Forman, and Thomas. 
Organist, Mr. Stimpson. Chorus-master and conductor, 
Mr. Stockley. The band and chorus consisted of 250 
performers. 

Bucks. County Lunatic Asylum. — A concert of sacred 
music was held here on Easter Monday. Mr. Rose, who is 
regularly engaged to teach the patients, brought over with 
him several vocalists from Haddenham. In the course of 
the evening, the unfortunate inmates sang several times ; 
in the chorus of " Rule, Britannia," their voices were 
overwhelming ; they gave some of the Church Service in 
a creditable manner: in each piece they seemed greatly to 
enjoy themselves. 

Canterbury. — Mr. Gough, of the Cathedral Choir, 
gave his annual vocal and instrumental concert, at the New 
Music Hall, on the 13th of April. The principal per-

Carlisle. — The Choral Society performed the Messiah, 
on the 1st of April, with great effect. The band and 
chorus comprised about 80 musicians. Mr. H. C. Cooper, 
the violinist, led the band, and Mr. Metcalfe conducted 
the music. Miss Milner and Miss Barwick, Mr. Ashton 
and Mr. Lambert, sung the principal parts. Mr. Rowland, 
organist, presided at the harmonium. 

Dorchester. — A very able and interesting lecture on 
Christmas Carols was delivered at the Mechanics' Hall, on 
the 14th ult., by Mr. W. Wallace Fyfe, the editor of the 
Dorset County Chronicle. The platform was occupied by a 
choir of between 30 and 40 singers, who contributed much 
to the pleasure of the evening by their efficient perform- 
ance of the illustrations. Mr. Shelmerdine presided at 
the organ. 

Exeter Hall. — Handel's Judas Maccabceus was given 
hy the Sacred Harmonic Society on the 17th ult. This 
oratorio was selected by way of rehearsal for the Festival 
in tile Crystal Palace, and was performed with remarkable 
excellence. The vocal solos were in the hands of Madame 
Clara Novello, Madame Rudersdorff, Miss Dolby, Mr. 
Sims Reeves, Mr. Montem Smith, and Mr. Thomas. The 
three ladies were the best that could have been chosen to 
sing the music allotted to them ; the principal soprano 
songs never having had, we apprehend, an exponent of 
greater efficiency than Madame Clara Novello, whose 
taste and brilliancy in " From mighty kings," deserve 
especial mention. Mr. Sims Reeves was fortunately in 
good voice, and his efforts were completely successful. 

Foster's Booth.— On the 13th of April, the members 
of the Cold Higham Singing Class (assisted by a portion 
of the Kislingbury Choir) gave their first concert of secular 
music, at the Crown Inn, under the direction of Mr. John 
Billingham. The music, chiefly selected from the Musical 
Times and Novello's Part-Song Boob, was rendered in a 
manner which reflects great credit upon the class, and 
upon Mr. Billingham, their teacher. 

Geelono. — A meeting of a portion of the children 
educated in the Denominational Schools of Geelong, 
amounting to between seven and eight hundred pupils, 
took place during December last, at the Town Hall, for 
the purpose of showing their friends and the public what 
progress they had made in the accomplishments of singing, 
writing, and drawing. The choruses by so many voices 
were particularly effective, and the execution, under the 
direction of Mr. J. Erson, was deserving of the highest 
praise. The drawings and paintings of the children, which 
were hung round the hall, called forth much approbation.

— A choice selection of church services, 
anthems, psalms, hymns, chorales, &c, was performed by 
the Madrigal Society, at the Free Trade Hall, on the 21st 
of April, under the superintendence of their accomplished 
conductor, Mr. Shore. There were in all upwards of 200 
voices ; and a more perfect demonstration of what church 
music ought to be, could not have been given. The im- 
portant services of Mrs. Sunderland, Messrs. Wilbye 
Cooper and Young, and Mr. H. Phillips, were secured. 
Mr. Freemantle, the organist, deserved the highest praise 
for his performances. 

Middleton. — The oratorio of Elijah was performed on 
the 30th of March, in the Temperance Hall, by a powerful 
chorus and band, both exclusively composed of local and 
unprofessional musicians, with the exception of the prin- 
cipal soprano and tenor, Mrs. Tomkins and Mr. N. Dum- 
ville, both of Manchester.

Pardoe, the choir-master, contributed greatly to the efficient 
performance of the music. 

Southowram, Yorkshire. — The members of the 
Singing Class met in the Wesleyan School on Easter 
Tuesday, when a selection of glees and madrigals was 
sung in a very creditable manner. The principal vocalists 
were Miss Turner, Messrs. Lake, Turner, and Horsfield. 
Pianist, Mr. J. E. Turner. Conductor, Mr. J. Horsfield. 

Sunderland. — The first concert of the St. Thomas 
Choral Society came off, on the 16th of April, in the Cen- 
tral Hall, John Street. The principal performers were 
Miss Mewburn, Miss A. Brown, Miss Low, and Messrs. 
Richmond, Chater, De Lacy, and Bevin. 

Swindon. — The members of the Swindon Sacred Choral 
Class, assisted by the New Swindon Musical Union, gave 
a public performance on the 3rd of April, at the Assembly 
Rooms. The programme consisted of selections from the 
Messiah. Miss Ann, Miss Reynolds, Miss Pattison, and 
Messrs. Toomer, Haines, Ivy, Noake, and Ann, sang the 
solos. The choruses were performed in a highly creditable 
manner. The band was ably led by Mr. Sykes, and the 
whole performance was conducted by Mr. Ann, to whom 
great praise is due for the pains he has taken in training 
the chorus-singers. 

Tonic Sol-pa Association. — A lecture on the tonic 
sol-fa method of teaching to sing was delivered by the 
Rev. J. Curwen, at Exeter Hall, on the 31st of March. 
The illustrations were very efficiently performed by a choir 
of 800 voices. 

Woolwich. — By the permission of the Rev. H. Brown, 
rector, a concert took place at the National School-room, 
on the 1st of April. The entertainment was provided by 
the Campanologian Society, with the assistance of the 
gentlemen of the Charlton glee choir. The amusements 
of the evening drew together a large audience. 
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Mr. Thomas Porter, Jun., of Oxford, has been 
appointed Organist of Trinity Church, Gosport. 

Royal Academy op Music. — The second concert of 
the season was given at the Institution on Tuesday, the 
28th ult., and proved a very satisfactory exhibition of the 
pupils' progress in the several departments of solo and 
choral singing, of instrumental solo playing, of orches- 
tral performance, and of composition ; in which last, the 
MS. overture in C minor of Mr, J. B. Turner, chosen for 
the programme, is a talented and promising example.
